nam last week, only one less 
than the highest weekly toll of 
the war, the U.S. Command an­ 
nounced today. 
The toll continued this week, 
with 24 Americans killed in 
ground fighting Wednesday and 
another 48 presumed dead in the 
crash of a C123 transport shot 
down five miles from the U.S. 
Marine combat base at Khe 
Sanh. But the U.S. Command 
said its troops lolled at least 158 
Communists in 
the clashes 
Wednesday. 
The Viet Cong’s bombardment 
of towns and military posts kl 
South Vietnam tapered off to­ 
day, with attacks by mortars 
and rockets on only three points 
reported. 
In the air war, U.S. Navy pi­ 
lots made coordinated night at­ 
tacks Wednesday on six targets 
in the Hanoi-Haiphong area, in­ 
cluding a battery plant seven 
miles south of Hanoi and a 
transshipment point hit several 
times before. 
Hanoi 
claimed 
three U.S 
planes were shot down, but 
there was no report of any loss­ 
es from the U.S. Command. 
The command’* weekly report 
of casualties said 2,191 Ameri­ 
cans were wounded last week 
relatively high number although 
well below the previous week’s 
2,675 The U.S. death toll was 
exceeded only by that of the 
week of Feb. 11-17, at the height 
of the Communists’ lunar new 
year offensive. 
The Americans said 3,849 
Communist troops were killed 
last week, wh i l e South Viet­ 
namese headquarters put ene­ 
my aasuadtoes at 5,681 killed and 
827 captured. There was no ex­ 
planation for the discrepancy. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters also reported A sharp drop 
in government casualties last 
week—139 killed and 770 wound­ 
ed. compared with 434 killed 
and 1,435 the week before. 
The report brought U.S. cas­ 
ualties in seven years and two 
months of war kl Vietnam to a 
total of 19.251 killed and 117,335 
wounded. Another 1,137 Ameri­ 
cans are listed as missing or 
captured. 
Ground fighting was reported 
Wednesday in the vicinity of 
Con Thien, just below the demil­ 
itarized zone; at Ban Me Thuot, 
in the central highlands, and 
along the coastal lowlands in 
the north, below Da Nang. 
U.S. Marines at Con Thien re­ 
ported killing 81 North Viet­ 
namese three miles northeast of 
their base and another IO two 
miles west of the base.

Mitchell Zlatovich, 46, took 
the stand Wednesday in defense 


of his wife and told the court 
that he “loved her then and I 
love her now.” 
Mrs. Zlatovich’s defense is in­ 
sanity. She has been in either 
the Beaver County Jail or Dix 
mont State Hospital since the 
slayings. 
Zlatovich was the first witness 
for the defense. He said he had 
lived with his wife since 1959 
and their relationships were ex­ 
cellent until March 1964, when, 
he said “she began to change.”

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Kennedy Brothers Split 
Rights Bill Gets 
More Riot Curbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has laced the civil 
rights-open housing bill with 
more antiriot provisions after a 
heated debate over expanding 
federal police powers that split 
the Kennedy brothers. 
More attempts to dilute the 
open-housing part of the contro­ 
versy-laden legislation were In 
prospect today, but Wednes­ 
day’s fast-paced action centered 
on riot-prevention. 
Sen. Robert F . Kennedy, D- 
N.Y., 
supported a proposed 
amendment that Would make 
wiping, destroying property or 
other violence during a riot a 
federal crime. 
His brother, Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., strongly op­ 
posed the amendment, which 
was defeated 14 to 27. 
Robert Kennedy said it would 
"change the whole complexion 
of the civil rights struggle” by 
bringing the federal government 
into local law enforcement “to a 
degree we never contemplated 
when I was attorney general.” 
His brother said it would ex­ 
tend FBI jurisdiction “into ev­ 
ery town and city.” He said 
there had been no determination 
whether the FBI wanted this or 
had the manpower to handle it. 
Sen. Clifford Case, R-N.J., 
said 
a 
proposed 
antilooting 
amendment raised the question 
of “whether we want to change 
our form of government.” It 
also was rejected. 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
authored both amendments. 
Adopted 72-23 was an amend­ 
ment to make it a federal crime 
to transport, or manufacture for 
transport in interstate com­ 
merce, any firearm, explosive 
or incendiary device for use in 
a civil disorder. 
Aimed at among other things 
home-made 
firebombs 
and 
mines, the amendment also 
would apply to teaching or dem­ 
onstrating how to make or use 
them with knowledge or intent 
they were for furthering a riot. 
Another amendment adopted 
by voice vote, would make it a 
federal crime to commit, or 
threaten to commit, acts that 
pbstruct firemen and policemen 
|n carrying out their official du­ 
ties during a riot. 
• Violations would be punish 
able by up to five years’ im­ 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine. 
J Long, who also sponsored 
Poth those amendments, said an 
antiriot provision written into 
the bill a day earlier was worth­ 
less because it would be unen­ 
forceable. 
He referred to the Senate’s 
12-13 vote Tuesday to make it a 
federal crime to cross a state 
line with Intent to incite a riot. 
I Ixing contended that proving 
$ person’s intent would be an 
Insurmountable obstacle fo r 
government prosecutors 


He first offered an amend 
ment to make it a federal crime 
to incite a riot that obstructs or 
adversely 
affects commerce. 
But it was tabled on a 48 to 47 
vote, and Long’s bid to have 
that action reconsidered lost 49 
to 44.

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Court Reform Up For Vote 


A personal injury ease in Cuyahoga County 
doesn't come to trial for an average of 3d 
months. In Hamilton County it’s a 23-month de­ 
lay, in Franklin County 17 months and from ll 
to l l months in Columbiana County. 
These facts alone warrant complete support 
by Ohio voters of a proposed constitutional 
amendment an the May 7 ballot to modernise 
th$ state’s coimt system. 
* 
Ohio’s courts are operating under a set of 
rules drawn up a half century ago That’s one 
reason why the machinery is barely moving in 
metropolitan areas. 
Another impediment to prompt justice is the 
autonomy of local courts. Each of Ohio’s court* 
— II common pleas, 47 county and 108 munici­ 
pal — operates by its own rules. 
TM* would change if voters adopt the amend­ 
ment. Rule-making power over all state and lo­ 
cal courts will be consolidated in the Ohio Su­ 
preme Cowl. 


An Ohio Bar Association Survey of 345 judges 
in the state found 199 in favor of the Supreme 
Court assuming rule-making powers, only 72 
against. 
Another feature of the proposed amendment 
which the judges supported, 185-66, is manda­ 
tory retirement of judges at the age of 70. 
Retired judges still could serve, if they want­ 
ed, on special assignment by the chief justice of 
the Supreme Court This also would permit de­ 
ployment of judges to overloaded courts. 
The modernization amendment has backing of 
the Ohio State Bar Association. Ohio league of 
Women Voters and all state judges’ associa­ 
tions. It has no organized opposition. 
Anyone forced to wait through agonizing de­ 
lays both in civil and criminal cases know 
very well how much the state’s courts need 
overhauling. 
Voters could bring it about on May 7 — by 
voting "yes” on the court reform amendment.

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Permeating All Echelons O f Government, Society 
U.S. Urged To Root Out 
Corruption In South Viet

WASHINGTON (AP) - A top 
U.S. civilian adviser says the 
United States must boldly take 
tho initiative to root out corrup­ 
tion in South Vietnam’s govern­ 
ment because, he insists, there 
aren’t 
enough 
honest 
Viet­ 
namese officials to do the job. 
“Corruption is permeating all 
echelons of government and so­ 
ciety, corroding the vitality of 
this nation, eroding the frame­ 
work of government and unnec­ 
essarily prolonging the war, 
the adviser said in private re­ 
ports from Vietnam. 
The reports were made avail 
able to Toe Associated Press on 
the condition that the adviser, 
chief of a 22-man team in Viet­ 
nam, not be identified. 
Saying 
the 
United 
States 
"must take the initiative in this 
(remedial 
action) 
and, 
once 
having started must continue 
it,” the adviser declared: “Viet­ 
namese officials are so involved 
that very few have hands suffi­ 
ciently clean 
that 
they 
can 
make an immediate major inde­ 
pendent contribution.” 
One report, which outlined a 
specific plan of action, was sub­ 
mitted last Nov. 29 to the Agen 
cy for International Develop­ 
ment in Saigon. It went to AID’s 
then-new 
“Public 
Administra 
hon Ad Hoc Committee on Cor­ 
ruption in Vietnam.” 
An AID spokesman in Wash 
lngton told a reporter Tuesday: 
“Hie committee never really 
got started. And it’s possible it 
won't get going. 
“When you get into the busi­ 
ness of trying to make another 
government clean, under inter­ 
national law you get into the 
question of sovereign nations.” 
The U.S. adviser sent a copy 
of the report to his superiors in 
Washington, along with another 
complaining that he had pre­ 
viously proposed stem meas­ 
ures against graft only to en­ 
counter opposition from “hearts 
and minds purists” in the U.S. 
mission, 
It is time, he saki, to stop 
"treating corruption as a deli­ 
cate, unmentionable subject.” 
To clamp down on the situation, 
his report to AID recommended 
that the United States: 
—Create an arvticorruption of­ 
fice within the U.S. mission, in­ 
vite the South Vietnamese to set 
up a corresponding office, and 
offer rewards to Vietnamese cit­ 
izens for solid evidence of cor­ 
ruption. 
—Confront the government of 
South Vietnam with examples of 
corruption as they develop and 
"insist that law enforcement 
and revenue collecting officials 
go to jail and ba publicly dis­ 
graced far involvement in graft 
and corruption ” 
—“Abandon our present devo­ 
tion to the fiction that corrup­ 
tion is the special field of lower 
and middle echelon government 
officials. 
Instead 
place 
the 
blame squarely where it belongs 
—right at the top.” 
—Agree that "no attempt will 
be made to dig into past history 
of anyone who henceforth toes 
the line.” 
"No weak-kneed or pussyfoot­ 
ing measures will have the leant 
effect,” the adviser said. 
His reports told of corruption 
extending to the very top of the 
Vietnamese customs collecting 
organization and saki unknown 
millions of dollars in revenue 
had been lost. He gave exam­ 
ples ranging from police shake­ 
downs to opium smuggling 
The reports have been kept 
private because some U.S. off! 
cials feared disclosure would 
compromise 
the efforts 
of 
American advisers who rely on 
cooperation 
from 
Vietnamese 
officials. 
But the final recommendation 
of the report to 
AID 
was 
“ Above all. don’t make this i 
classified subject and thereby 
bury it.” 
Sen. Ernest Gruening, D-Alas- 
ka. chairman of the Senate sub­ 
committee on foreign aid ex­ 
penditures, and a longtime in­ 
vestigator of corruption in Viet­ 
nam. told a reporter “our ef­ 
forts are not effective because 
some of our agencies aren’t con­ 
cerned about corruption.” 
“Corruption springs at you 


from bottom to top and the 
American taxpayer is paying 
the bill,” said Gruening, an op­ 
ponent of U.S. policy in Viet­ 
nam. 
Last week 
Gruening, 
after 
seeing copies of the adviser’s 
reports, told the Senate of a 
gold and opium smuggling oper­ 
ation which he said “involved 
the highest South Vietnamese 
government officials.” 
President Johnson, speaking 
Friday in Beaumont, Tex., said 
“certainly, they have corruption 
and we also have it in Boston, in 
New York, in Washington and in 
Johnson 
City. 
Somebody 
is 
stealing something in Beaumont 
right now.” 
The U.S. adviser, however, 
told AID that South Vietnamese 
corruption, when viewed across 
the board, “is appalling; it is 
frightening enough to make one 
have grave doubts that there is 
any possibility of ever achieving 
any reasonable degree of hones­ 
ty and integrity in Vietnamese 
officialdom.” 
An honestly run customs oper­ 
ation “conceivably could pro­ 
duce revenue equaling the en­ 
tire AID program” less com­ 
modity imports, he said. That 
would be about $300 million. 
An aide to the chief adviser 
said “no statistics are available 
and, it is doubted, ever will be. 
on the amount of taxes lost 
through granting of favors and 
concessions by officials In re­ 
turn for a small reward.” 
The team chief’s January re­ 
port detailed 
a 
South 
Viet­ 
namese power struggle which 
led to dismissal of the director- 
general of customs, Nguyen Van 
Loc—not related to the premier 
of die same name. 
A month earlier, the U.S. ad­ 
viser had written Washington: 
“It has become obvious that Loc 
has at the very least (I) con­ 


doned 
Important 
contraband 
smuggling operations, and (2) 
was promoting the day-tiniay 
system of payoffs in certain 
areas o f customs activities.” 
In an experiment on graft cur­ 
tailment, U.S. advisers moved 
to Tan Son Nhut airport in Sal 
gon to work elbow-kvelbow with 
Vietnamese officials. 
The result: The Vietnamese 
government 
collected 
740,000 
piasters in customs duties for 
the first seven months of 1967 
without close surveillance; took 
in 3.9 midion piasters in the 
next three months working un­ 
der the eyes of U.S. advisers. 
“Every 
dollar 
of 
revenue 
GVN customs produces is a dol­ 
lar the U.S. doesn’t have to put 
into this country,” said the ad­ 
viser’s report. 
“Our proposals to attain these 
revenues have in the past been 
criticized by the hearts and 
minds 
purist 
as 
being 
too 
operational’ ’’—that is, involv­ 
ing U.S. doing rather than ad 
vising. 
“While 
this 
argument 
has 
been a continuing thing, it is 
now affected by the emergence 
of increased revenues as the 
number one priority. So at least 
our objectives are now eminent­ 
ly acceptable; and when the 
ends become so very important, 
the means are no longer easy to 
reject on abstract argument, 
and so we have arrived at a sort 
of transposition: ‘Operational’ is 
still rn bad word, but ‘presence’ 
is all right. By presence we 
mean not the giving-of-advlce- 
from a-discreet-distance, but el- 
bow-to-elbow, 
not 
unfriendly 
surveillance. 
“Hie hearts and minds purist 
does not give up easily, howev 
er, and while the country is 
overflowing with examples of 
his failure, It is still necessary 
to affirmatively p r o v e our 
point.”

It provides grants to states 
for comprehensive planning for 
health services, facilities a n d 
manpower; for similar activi­ 
ties at the local levels through 
a public or private agency; for 
training, studies and demonstra­ 
tion; for comprehensive public 
health services, and for health 
services development. 
Columbiana is one of f o u r 
Ohio counties not now included 
in a voluntary areawide health 
faculities planning agency. 
Carroll and Stark counties are 
part of a seven - county plan­ 
ning unit extending west to, and 
including, Richland County. 
Mahoning and Trumbull coun­ 
ties are a separate unit (the 
Mahoning Valley Health Plan­ 
ning Association), with proposed 
services reaching over into west­ 
ern Pennsylvania. 
Jefferson County is linked with 
a multi - county group extend­ 
ing west and south. This unit 
will include services to We s t 
Virginia communities across the 
Ohio River.

Department of Health, 
which Gov. James A. Rhodes 
has designated as the s t a t e 
health planning authority. 
Applications for federal health 
assistance 
programs can 
be 
made only by agencies with 
comprehensive health plans. 
Johnstone told of the support 
given by health agencies, indus­ 
try and labor in Mahoning and 
Trumbull counties toward de- 
v e I o p i n g a comprehensive 
health plan. 
He said the Mahoning Valley 
unit expects to have a staff of 
seven — three clerks and four 
professionals — which, plus of­ 
fice space, travel and other ex­ 
penses, will require an annual 
budget of $130,000. His group 
has applied for a federal grant 
of $65,000, with the remainder to 
come 
from 
the 
community 
through contributions. 


“Our philosophy is that the 
base of support should be ex­ 
tremely broad — the more 
people involved, the greater the 
interest,” Johnstone said. 
Lentz pointed out there are 
three things Columbiana County 
can do: *‘Go with “an existing 
agency; try to set up a compre­ 
hensive health plan of its own, 
or do nothing and wait to be 
assigned. He said he thinks a 
single - county setup is unwise. 
“ It is imperative that the lo­ 
cal community define its o w n 
health needs and not relinquish 


its right to define them and car­ 
ry them out,” he added. 
Richard Speidel of Hanoverton 
RD I, council president, presid­ 
ed and opened the meeting for 
questions. 


“IT MUST impress you that 
we haven’t aligned ourselves 
with some other communities,” 
Speidel said. “It would seem this 
county, 
if it were so minded, 
could align itself with y o u r 
(Johnstone’s) g r o u p , or the 
group to the west of us.” He 
asked Johnstone what the ini­ 
tial step should be. 
Johnstone said there are no 
hard and fast rules, but “I can 
state that our board of trus­ 
tees has gone on record that it 
is willing to work with all ad­ 
joining areas in developing an 
area or region for health plan­ 
ning.” 
Floyd Lower, secretary of the 
Lisbon Area Chamber of Com­ 
merce and retired county exten­ 
sion agent, suggested the for­ 
mation of a study committee. 
He said the Health and Safety 
C o u n c i l , representing many 
groups in the county, is the lo­ 
gical body to make the appoint­ 
ments. 
His successful motion includ­ 
ed the phrase “after exercising 
due care to get the right per 
sonnel from all interested agen­ 
cies.” 
Dr. John W. Hayes of East 
Liverpool Osteopathic Hospital 
was among the 24 countians 
present.

ANSWER: Merchandise, in the old days, was carried 
overseas by sailing ships such as the ones in our picture. 
These vessels, with sails set crossways to the mast, were 
slow going toward the wind; but when the wind was behind 
them, as in the picture, they spread out extra sails (studding 
sails* on both sides and almost flew. There is a special zone, 
extending about 28 degrees both north and south of the 
equator where the winds blow with remarkable steadiness 
either from the northeast or southeast. The sailing ships tried 
to take advantage of these steady winds. Eventually, the winds 
came to be known as trade winds because the old meaning of 
trade was tread, or steady on course. Since the trade winds 
moved goods more quickly, they made more money for both 
merchants and shipmasters, and so were highly valued Trade 
winds are caused by air currents which blow down or up 
from both polar regions toward the equator. But because the 
earth spins toward the east, the trade winds blow from north­ 
east or southeast, rather than simply from the north or south.
